Pechan was 
a secretary of the Bohemian- 
American Building and Loan As- 
seciation, which lost $47,925 by his 
peculations, and at *the time was 
influential in the community. 

Pechan advised him to make 
good the shortage, he said, and 
persuaded him to sign a blank pa- 
per on which the real estate deal- 
er said he would draw up a mort- 
gage on the building in an amount 
sufficient to cover whatever short- 
age was discovered by the society’s 
auditors, 

Kalafatich was ill at the time, 
and three months later, when he 
recovered, he found that the paper 
he signed had become a deed trans- 
ferring his $32,000 building and 
$1500 grocery stock to Pechan. He 
filed suit against Pechan, who dis- 
appeared in April, before the case 
could be tried. 

Denies Taking Money. 

As to the shortage, Kalafatich 
denied he had misued any of 
the society’s funds. “I served as 
treasurer for seven years and didn’t 
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get a cent,” he complained. ‘They 
didn’t even give me a present on 
Christmas. But I didn’t use afiy of 
their money. Other officers and 
members of the committee wou'd 
collect money from the members 
and were supposed to turn it over 
to me. If it wasn’t all there it 
wasn't because I had taken it.’ 
Before the grand jury, officers 
of the sdciety submitted an audi- 
tor’s report which showed that 
there was $6396.78 on deposit in 
banks as of Oct. 31, 1925, whereas.
